INTOXICATING LIQUORS (AMENDMENT) ORDINANCE. 

No. 39 of 1925. 

An Ordinance to amend the Intoxicating Liquors and Public 
Entertainments Ordinance, 1922, by prescribing the 

exemption of Military canteens. 


RE IT ENACTED by the High Commissioner for Pales¬ 
tine, with the advice of the Advisory Council thereof:- 
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I. This Ordinance may he cited as the Intoxicating Liquors short title 
(Amendment) Ordinance, 1925. 


2. Notwithstanding anything contained in the Intoxicating Exemption of 
Liquors and Public Entertainments Ordinance, 1922, it shall not Canteens. Messes, 
he necessary for any person to obtain a licence under that other 
Ordinance in respect of any Canteen, Mess, or Institute main¬ 
tained or carried on under lawful authority for the use of His 
Majesty’s Forces in Palestine, and no person keeping or ser¬ 
ving in such Canteen, Mess, or Institute shall be liable to any 
penalty under that Ordinance for selling or supplying any into¬ 
xicating liquor to any member of the said Forces.
